. WANT BETTER RATIONS. 
HUNGRY FIRE-FIGHTERS. 

The fire department made its an- 
nual application yesterday for an in- 
crease in pay. A committee presented 
to the Fire Board a petition, signed 
by all the “uniformed” men in the 
service, asking for a horizontal in- 
crease of 10 per cent. 

This increase would increase the 
current expenses of the fire department 
$25.000 a year. The fire commissioners 
promptly indorsed the petition and sent 
it on to the Council, asking that the 
increased salaries begin the first of the 

coming fiscal year. 
Commissioner Strohm spoke with 
considerable feeling in asking his fel- 
low-commissioners to vote for the rise. 
Apparently he forgot the lambasting 
he gave to the Council! last week; he 
called all the Jlegisiators ‘estimable 
gentlemen” and expressed the opinion 
that the Council will consider it a 
pleasure to reward merit by granting 
to the firemen the increase asked for. 
In their petition for a rise the fire- 
fighters of the rank and file make the 
following argument: 
“As you are well aware the captains 
and engineers have not had a raise 
in salaries for more than five years, 
- but have suffered a reduction of two 
per cent. instead, in compliance with 
State pension law, while the cost of 
living has advanced more than forty 
per cent. Then again, as the volun- 
tary raise in wages all over the land 
have gone up over eight per cent, we 
feel no compunctions of conscience, but 
justified n requesting this advance, 
believing it A sacred duty to ourselves 
and families, and sincerely hope our 
petition will be granted.”

Frank Meddock Makes Blunt Con- 
fession While Testifying in Spook 
Case Now’ on Triel—Spirits De- 
vise Divorce Plan and Make Sug-, 
gestions in Money Matters. 


Once, at least, old Charlies G. Had- 
dock questioned the commands of his 
ghostly counselors, according to the 
deposition of Mrs. F. M. Donovon, 
wife of “Prof.” Frank Donovon, which 
was read yesterday in court. 

In response to queries, Mrs. Donovon 
had told of a meeting of Charies G. 
Haddock, Mrs. Lee Nelson Haddock, 
Cynthia Willett, Prof. Donovon and 
herself, in Colorado Springs late in 
1901. The question under discussion, 
according to the deposition, was the 
means by which the old man was to 
be divorced from the second Mrs. Had- 
dock in order that he might marry 
Cynthia Willett, as had been com- 
manded by the spirit of “Sadie.” The 
bride-to-be, when the way should be 
cleared, took part in the discussion. 

The spirits were called, and spoke. 
In some public place, at the jerking of 
his coat by Mrs. Lee Haddock as a 
signal, he was to turn and slap her 
in the face.) 

“For the first time the old gentile- 
man, and he was a gentleman,“ the 
deposition stated, “raised tis mand 
against the advice of the spirits.” 

But the spirit of his dear dead Sadie, 
it seems, had insisted on the degrading 
conduct planned, and Haddock had 
bowed at last to the ghostly will. 

CYNTHIA IN A TRANCE. 


A query in the deposition, as to 
whether Cynthia Willett was 
medium, had brought forth the follow- 
ing answer: 

“Messages were taken by her and 
transferred to Mr. Haddock before the 
diverce and his marriage to her. She 
had no slate or box methods, but she 
went into a trance, possessed by the 
spirit of Sadie. The messages were 
planned by the crowd.” 

Counsel for the defense made strenu- 
ous objections to the entire passage, 
and especially to the word “crowd.” 

Mrs. Donovon further stated, in her 


Mr. Haddock had given $20,000 to 
Nelson Haddock after the divorce. 

Startling statements were made by 
Frank D. Haddock on direct and cross- 
examination yesterday. Frequently 
checked by objections from counsel, 
he told of statements Charles G. Had- 
— had made to him from time to 
time. 

“He informed me,“ said the witness, 
“that he was developing himself, and al- 
ready was beginning to see things; that 
he made no move of any kind without 
instructions from the spirits: that he 
wanted me to take instructions from 
Donovon, and be developed so I could 
get messages from my father and 
grandmother. 

“He told me the spirits had direct 
him to go to the postoffice one day, 
carrying a white handkerchief, and he 
would see a lady wearing a red rose, 
bearing a white handkerchief in her 
hand.

He would 
have four children by her. 

“He informed me that he paid the 
medium $18 per day to stay with him, 
so that his magnetism might not be 
scattered. Donovon had told him to 
remain in solitude when he could not 
be with the medium. 

“He informed me that he did no 
business without advice from the 
spirits. He said he had received a 
slate writing written in grease, telling 
him of oil investments he was to make. 
Advice for mining -investments was 
written in gold on the slate. The 
method, he informed me, was to cover 
the slate with gold fim and the spirits 
would dematertalize all but the part 
forming the letters of the advice. 

ADMITS BEING A FAKER. 

On cross-examination Frank Had- 
dock admitted that he had taken les- 
sons from Donovon, and had practiced 
as a medium himeelf, in San Diego, 
under the name of Dinsmore. 

“Did you think you were getting 
spirit messages for people, or did you 
think you were a faker?’ asked the 
counsel for the defense. 

I thought I was a faker,” said the 
witness, bluntly. 

He stated that he had practiced as 
a peychic in Los Angeles, under his 
own name. 

“And did you think you were faking 
in that?’ was asked. 

The witness said no, and explained

OF ARMAMENT. 

So limitation of armament is to 
come up at The Hague peace con- 
ference. It is to be broached by our 
own delegation, too. Just like this 
great Yankee nation. We are about 
the foremost nation of all in the need 
of a large navy. A southern Demo- 
crat, a man of mature years, a trained 
lawyer accustomed to weigh every 
word he utters, said one day this 
week here in Los Angeles, “We ought 
to have one hundred battleships.” It 
is not a selfish impulse which spurs 
us to seek to put a limit to armament. 
We should expand our sea equipment. 
As for land armament, that is some- 
thing which scarcely interests our 
people; but.the policy proposed makes 
for peace, and that always aroused our 
Statesmen and citizens. 

It will be interesting to note the 
attitude that the English delegates 
at The Hague will assume. Limita- 
tion of armament means much for 
Great Britain. The kingdom is so 
far ahead of all rivals that it could 
well set a good example. But that, 
England is not likely to do. 

In a recent issue of the Contempo- 
rary Review (London,) J. A. Murray 
McDonald shows how far from limita- 
tion of armament his country stands. 

The naval estimates for 1893 were 
$61,200,500. For 1907 they are $157,- 
087,500. Here you see no sign of 
limitation. After the alliance of 
France and Russia became known, 
English statesmen declared that the 
naval equipment of the kingdom 
must equal any two navies of the 
world. Prior to the alliance a navy 
50 per cent. stronger than the French 
establishment was held to be the 
proper thing. With an alliance be- 
tween France and England, and the 
Russian navy out of the way, one 
might suppose that England would go 
slower in enlarging her fleet. She 
goes faster. But English statesmen 
still claim that the Increase of the 
English power at sea must equal that 
of “the two strongest nations in the 
world.” This means France and Ger- 
many or Germany and the United 
States. 

The naval estimates of England for 
1907 point to an ultimate equipment 
much larger than those of any other 
two powers combined. The English 
estimate was 431,869,500? French 
E 13.003.233 German £ 12.347.379 
combined 425,350,617. And so Eng- 
land spent £6,518,983 more on her 
navy than the other two. Besides, 
England spent borrowed money on 
her sea armament to the extent of 
£2,750,000, making her total outlay 
£9,268,983 more than that of France 
and Germany combined. The excess 
over the two rivals was nearly as 
much as either’s expenditure alone. 
Money 80 spent is said to produce 
greater results in England than in 
France or Germany, making the ac- 
tual enhancement of armament ac- 
quired fully equal to that of France 
and twice that. acquired by Germany 
added thereto. This makes the added 
strength of the English navy for that 
year equal to the sum of any three 
rival powers. 

The English navy last year was 
manned by 129,000 men. France had 
52,000 In the service and Germany 


42,000, or 94,000 between the two. 


Here England beats the strength of 
her rivals combined with an excess 
of 35,000. The surplus again nearly 
equals the full power of Germany, or 
places the English navy in this re- 
spect, too, equal to any three other 
great naval powers. 

As to the power of any one fight- 
ing unit, the same superiority is fully 
maintained by England. Since 1892 
England has built thirty-two battle- 
ships of a displacement of 14,000 tons 
each or more. This excludes the 
Montagu and the Dreadnought, which 
are a type of their own. In the time 
here taken France has added no unit 
of such power to her fleet, nor has 
Germany. The United States ts build- 
ing two. Covering a broader space 
with the comparison, it appears that 
since 1892 England constructed forty- 
three battleships of an aggregate dis- 
placement of 611.250 tons. In this 
time Germany has built fifteen ships 
of this class with a total displacement 
of 174,959 tons, France ten ships, total

ONEY AND SPOOKS. 

The Los Angeles case in which 
it is alleged that $500,000 of the coin 
of the realm has been diverted from 
its legitimate channel by the manipu- 
lation of espiritualistic mediums and 
slate writers, would be tragic if it 
were not so funny, and if there were 
not so many instances of the kind 
continually in evidence throughout 
the whole world. 

It seems that there are a surprising- 
ly large number of persons still on 
earth who can be separated from their 
money by the spook system after all 
other known methods have failed. 
When the gold brick won't work, 
when the hundred-to-one-shot wob- 
bles and when every Col. Sellers’ 
dream of sudden and overwhelming 
wealth gets the mery ha, ha, then the 
good old ghost with the winding 
sheet is trotted out and wins in a 
walk. 

If there is an tmpecunious and un- 
scruplous party who has a rich old 
relative hanging onto the hoarded 
lucre of many years of work and 
sacrimping and saving, the shortest 
cut to the sack is by introducing the 
ghost. Call in the wandering spirit 
of some departed friend and have it 
work the skin game. Ghosts have 
nothing much to do, anyway, and 
they ought to be and doubtless are 
glad of any recreation that serves to 
enliven the monotony of their exist- 
ence. They are prevented from run- 
ning for office; they can no longer 
sit around in the beer gardens; they 
can't even throw brickbats when a 
labor-union strike is on. Hut if you 
know what kind of raps to give, and 
have the right kind of slate, they 
can scare a miser out of his last cent 
as easily as President Roosevelt can 
call certain people Mars. 

The beauty of calling a spook into 
the game is that spooks have no use 
for money, owing to the peculiar lr- 
responsibility of their manner of life. 
They have neither board nor lodging 
bills to meet. Victuals are of no use 
to a spook. It couldn't hold a square 
meal if you gave one to it. The grub 
would just fall through it like a stone 
through a cobweb. It has no use 
for a bed, and fares as well with the 
wind for a pillow as any other way. 
In the spook country there are no 
banks, no bill collectors, no pay 
days. All a spook wants is some- 
thing to amuse itself with, some- 
thing that will pass away a few 
minutes of an eternity where time is 
of no consequence. 

And it is wonderful what an in- 
fluence an industrious spook has on 
the ordinary mortal who doesn't like 
to think of the dark hours when he 
knows his eyes are closing on the 
last act in the drama. He may have 
faced the guns on bloody dattle- 
fields. He may have been so brave 
his whole life long that he was never 
afraid of his wife. But just let a 


spook scratch on the panel of a door 
lu a dim room, let a pencil! skate over 
a slate without any visible steer, and 
then he'll give up his last cent. 

It's a strange thing that the 
spiritualistic seance business does not 
prosper even more largely than it 
does. What use to kill a man for his 
money when it is so easy to scare 
him out of it? a

Any employer who does 
otherwise is a heartless tyrant who 
should be made to come to surrender 
and let his employés run his business 
as the leaders of the unions see fit. 

Labor-unionism in San Francisco, 
taking selfish advantage of the de- 
struction of the city by fire and the 
urgent need of rebuilding, will allow 
no man to work excepting as they 
see fit. If an iron beam lies in the 
street and the police order it removed, 
the brick workers on the spot dare 
not move the beam. Iron workers 
must be ¢alled away from a distant 
point to do it. Plumbers dare not 
screw two lengths of gas pipe together 
around an area. That is iron workers 
business. “Give us iron workers to 
do it,” says the contractor. “Have 
none; wait until next week,” says the 
walking delegate. And work on that 
building may stand still for days until 
the men can be bad. Thousands of 
men walk the streets, union men, too, 
who are not permitted to work at their 
own trades, because that would make 
labor too plentiful and prevent enfore- 
ing a further advance in wages. It 
costs four to six times as much to lay 
bricks in San Francisco as elsewhere. 
Men who have money to loan refuse 
to give it for building purposes where 
the structures cost 100 per cent. more 
than in Chicago. 

So labor-union leaders, refusing to 
look at justice, economic laws, or any- 
thing reasonable, have called strikes, 


tied up industries, and brought the city 


to the verge of bankruptcy. There is 
what you have at the best in a typical 
labor-union city.

It is charged that, after practically 
kidnaping him, the defendant accom- 
panied the old man to his home in 
Winchester, Ind., and left him, after 
writing a personal cheek for $144.75, 
the balance of $1200 the elder Hinshaw 
had intrusted to him before making 
the trip. Although frequent demands 
for restitution have been made, Skin- 
ner has refused any settlement. 

The suit is the beginning of the end 
of a story begun a year ago. Accord- 
ing to young Hinshaw, his father, Abel 
Hinshaw, of Lynn Ind., 67 years of 
age, feeble and mentally unsound, came 
out to the Coast on a visit. His ac 
tions were erratic, and there was some 
talk of having a guardian to look after 
the old man, who heard the story and 
went at once to Skinner's office, here 
he asked the lawyer to help him set- 
tle his affairs and accompany him East, 
agreeing to pay his expenses and a rea- 
sonable fee. 

In a deposition made by the old man, 
he says Skinner went to the bank with 
him and drew out $225 cash and a draft 
on the Park National Bank of Chica- 
go for $975. ail of which he gave Sin- 
ner, besides paving him $5 attorney's 
fees for closing his account. Skinner, 
so it is alleged. took the old man to his 
own horhe, hiding him in the kitchen 
all day, and at night spirited him to 
Los Angeles ant then east to Win- 
chester, where he left the old man, af- 
ter giving hi a personal check for 
$144.75, as the balance due him and 
which Hinshaw accepted, being tncapa- 
ble of knowing any better. He says 
Skinner told him the $975 draft had to 
be sent to New York for collection, 

W. J. Hinshaw has been at work on 
the matter several months and only 
recently returned from Winchester, 
where he secured his father's deposi- 
tion as embodied above, and also with 
photographs of the original draft and 
Skinner's check. Since his return he 
has ascertained that his father drew 
the $1200 as alleged, aleo that the draft 
was de osited by George A. Skinner 
to his own credit and was cashed out 
about May 1% by F. K. Skinner.

The taking of a census is op- 
tional with the board and not manda- 
tory, and it Is hardly likely the pres- 
ent City Fathers will order the neces- 
sary census taken. 

Therefore it is generally conceded 
that San Pedro will remain a wet“ 
town on Sundays for several years, or 
at least during the life of the present 
board. Since this is generally admitted, 
citizens are demanding that saloons 
observe closely all ordinances pertain- 
ing to the conduct of the business; that

STREET CONTRACT DECIPFION. 

The decision of the Supreme Court 
in the long-drawn-out legal contest be- 
tween nearly two hundred property 
owners on Pacific avenue and Mu. H.

Nearly eight years ago a contract 
was let by the city of San Pedro 
to Contractor French for the grading 
of Pacific avenue.

The Supreme Court holds that the 
contract executed between French and 
the property owners was invalid and 
consequently the city contract Is void. 
French and Hatch have been defeat- 
ed before in both the Supertor Court 
and the Court of Appeals. Robert W. 
Kemp, an attorney of Los Angeles, has 
represented the property owners 
through all the long litigation. 

On account of many recent transfers 
of property. many of the claims dur- 
ing the past few years have been paid 
to French in order th. clear titles 
might be secured for 
transfer. However, there are many 
thousands of dollars for which French 
has unsuccessfully sued, remaining un- 


paid. 

The decision of the Supreme Court 
is not only important to San Pedro, 
but perhaps to other small cities and 
towns In Southern California.
